We obterve that the Commissioner of 
Registration, SARs, has ordered an 
election for County Trustee.

Sec, 2. Should a vacancy Occur subsequent to.

shall be filled by the Courts ; and the person se 
appointed shall continue in office until bis 
successor shall be elected and qualified; and 
such Office shall be filled by the qualified vo- 
tera at the frst election for any of the county

The concluding clause of the second 
section, that “Such office shall be filled 
by the qualified voters at the first elec- 
tion for any of the county officers,” was 
evidently intended to exclude the con- 
clusion from the first section that any 
incumbent of an office should hold it for 
twoorfour years.

your rujea, and earnestly desiriog to co- 
operate with you in making the deliber- 
ations of the Senate worthy, not only of 
it» heroic renown, but also of the States 
whose commissions you hold, {| am now 
ready to take the oath of o required 
by iaw. | 

At its conclusion, the Senators elect 
came forward as their names were called, 
and took the Senatorial oath of office, 
which was administered by the newly 
installed Vice President. 

Two of the Senators elect, Hamilton, 
of Maryland, and Brownlow, of Tennes- 
see, Were not present. 

The organization of the new Senate

States and -Territories, officers of 
the army and navy, and  aijll 
other persons who had been admitted to 
the floor of the Senate. Ia front of the 
parties, but about ten feet lower, on a 
level witb the first landing piace of the 
flight of marbie steps, had been con- 
structed a platform capable of accom- 
modating, together with the steps, about 
§00 to 600 persons. It had s semi-cir- 
cular front, which was covered with 
wreaths of evergreens; the national fiig 
was also entwined with twoof the o>l- 
umns supporting the pidment of the 
portico. On reaching the platform, the 
party took the seats assigned them; the 
rain bad ceased, and though the atmos- 
phere was damp, it bad no chilling 
e‘fec: upon the generalenthusiasm.

ADPRESS OF GEN. GRANT. 
Citizens of the United States : 


Your euffrage baviag elevated me to 
the office of President of the United 
Zito, I have, in conformity with the 

onstitution of our country, taken the 
oath of office presented therein. I have 
taken this without mental reserva- 
tion, and with the determination to do, 


requires of me. The responsibilities of 
the position I feel, but accept them with- 
out fear. Toe office has come to me un- 
sought. I commence its duties uotram- 
meled, I bring to it a conscientious de- 
sireand determination to fill it to the 
best of my ability and to the satisfac- 
tion of the people. On all leading 
questiens agitating the public mind, I 
will always express my views to Con- 
grese, and urge them according to my 
judgment, and when I think it advisable 
will exercise the Constitutional privileges 
of interposing a veto to defeat measures 
which I oppose; but all laws will b» 
faithfully executed, whether they meet 
my approvalornot. I shall on all sub- 
Jects pursues policy, and recommend 
none to enforce against the will of the 
people. Laws agreto govern all alike, 
those 0 ed to, as wellas those who 
favor them, and I know of no 
method to secure the repeal of bad 
or obnoxtous laws so effective as 
their stringent execution. The coun- 
try baving just emerged from a great re- 
bellion, many questions will come before 
it fur settlement in the next four years, 
which preceding administrations have 
never had to deal witb, and in meeting 
these it is desirable that they should be 
approached ¢almiy and without preju- 
dice, hate or sectional pride, remember- 
ing that the greatest good to the greatest 
number is the object to be obtained. 
Tais requires security of person, prop- 
erty, and for religious and political free- 
dom of opinion in 6very part of our com- 
mon country, without regard to local 
prejudice, and laws to secure these will 
receive my best efforts for their enforce- 
ment. 

A t debt has been contracted in 
securing us and the Union, 
and the payment of this, principal and 
interest, as well.as the return to a specie 
basis, as soon as it can be accomplished 
without material detriment to the debtor 
Class, or to the country at large. This 
must be provided for in order to protect 
the national honor. Every dollar of the 
Government indebtedness should be paid 
in gold, unless otherwise éxpresely stipu- 
lated in the contract. Lot it be under- 
stood that no repudiator of one farthing 
of cur public debt will be trusted in a 
public place, and it will go far towards 
shsangthenine a credit which oughf to be 
the best in the world, and will ultimately 
enabie us to replace the debt with bonds 
hearing less interest than we now ° 
To this should be added a faithful-collec- 
tion of the revenue, @ strict accounta- 
bility to the Treasurer for every dollar 
Gollected, and the greatest practicable 
retrenchment in the expenditures in, 
every department of the Government.
